In a six months’ period last year 665 high 
school and junior high school age boys and 
girls were treated for gonorrhea in this 
county. 

Another 358 girls aged 14-19 had illegi¬ 
timate babies, and a minimum of 273 arc- 
known to have had abortions. Of the latter, 
198 were of junior high or high school age. 

Ten girls between 10 and 14 years of age 
became mothers. 

These figures were compiled for the first 
six months of 1970 by Dr. Bernice Giansira- 
cusa, of the County Health Department, 
from department and Medi-Cal records. The 
totals for the second half of the year are not 
available yet. 

Dr. Giansiracusa explained that she meets 
many girls when they come to the health 
department's main offices at Moorpark and 
Bascom avenues in San Jose asking for a 
pregnancy test.. 

One of her questions always is: "What 
type of birth control were you using.” 

And almost always this brings either a 
blank stare or downcast eyes and a mumbled 
"nothing.” 

When pressed further the girls say they 
"didn’t plan on having intercourse," and that 
they didn’t know that there are clinics where 
they could get information and help. 

Dr. Giansiracusa commented: "There is a 
crucial need to reach and somehow convince 
teenagers that irresponsible sexual relation¬ 
ships can lead to disaster. In addition, in¬ 
formation about birth control clinics should 
be made available to sexually active young 
people who are unable or unwilling to ob¬ 
tain care from their family physician” she 
stated. 

She feels that it is almost criminal that 
girls are getting involved in situations which 
they apparently don’t know how to handle. 

She explained that if an unmarried girl 
under the age of 21 years comes to the 
County Health Department the staff is some¬ 
what limited in how they can help her. 

If the girl believes she is pregnant, tests 
can be conducted for her. Between January 
1 and June 30, 1970, some 224 girls from 
13 to 18 years old requested tests. Ninety- 
one were 18 years old, 70 were 17, 47 were 
16, 11 were 15, 4 were 14 and one was 13. 

For 145 girls the tests showed that they 
were pregnant. Eighty-eight are known to 


have obtained abortions, and 27 are known 
to have given birth. 

The department does not know what hap¬ 
pened to the other girls. 

This is one of Dr. Giansiracusa’s major 
concerns. If a pregnant girl is underage and 
is living away from her parents and man¬ 
aging her own finances, she is considered 
"medically emancipated.” 

Under those circumstances the girl can 
make her own decisions whether to have the 
child, to keep it, to place it for adoption, 
or to request an abortion. 

If she is living with her parents and is 
underage their legal consent must be ob¬ 
tained for an abortion. Because of family 
religious and moral convictions parents 
sometimes are unwilling to consent in such 
a situation. 

In problem cases Dr. Giansiracusa refers 
underage pregnant girls to public health 
nurses, to adoption unit of the welfare de¬ 
partment, to other social agencies, or to 
Planned Parenthood. 

In San Francisco social workers involved 
in counselling pregnant girls recently have 
reported some tragic results when girls feel 
they are trapped between the law and un¬ 
compromising parents. 

One girl asked her father’s approval for 
an abortion only to be beaten and thrown 
out of the house. She has vanished. The 
same thing happened to the 14 year old 
daughter of a prominent family. The girl 
ran away rather than approach her family. 
Other girls have arranged for illegal abor¬ 
tions only to be permanently injured. Inci¬ 
dents like these appear to be rare in the 
County, according to Dr. Giansiracusa. 

Dr. Giansiracusa says that in most cases 
where a girl has gone to her parents, the 
situation has been worked out. The girl may 
have been met with shock and anger at 
first, but usually both and at least one par¬ 
ent will help her. 

The doctor added that she and other coun¬ 
sellor- "oint out to the girls that they can- 
no, v .¡ceal a pregnancy from their family 
for very long. 

In the past abortions have been relatively 
easy to arrange under the state Medi-Cal 
program. If the potential father could not 
be located or if he could not pay for an 
abortion the state officials have accepted the 
girl under the "aid to families with de-

pendent children” program (AFDC), and a 
state financed abortion was arranged. 

No one yet knows the effects of Governor 
Ronald Reagan’s recent proposal to have the 
parents of pregnant girls assume all or part 
of the costs. 

Dr. Giansiracusa also stressed that if a girl 
decides to have an abortion the earlier this 
occurs the less problems arise. She reported 
that it is possible when an abortion can be 
done in the sixth or seventh week for a girl 
to enter the hospital on a Saturday at 8 a.m., 
have the abortion at 8:30, be released to the 
care of a friend at noon and return to school 
by Monday morning. 

Unfortunately facilities for abortions on 
an outpatient basis are very limited in Santa 
Clara County and most patients must spend 
at least 24 hours in the hospital. 

Abortions are not legal or considered med- «■ 
ically safe after 20 weeks, Dr. Giansiracusa 
explained. Both emotional and medical prob¬ 
lems can result if a girl delays a decision 
and then decides to have an abortion at a 
late date, the doctor said.

CODE OF ETHICS 
ADOPTED 

A Code of Ethics has been adopted to 
control the computer information system that 
is being developed by the Criminal Justice 
Agencies in Santa Clara County. 

The Code is intended to meet legitimate 
concern, such as that being expressed in cur¬ 
rent Congressional hearings, that govern¬ 
ment's need for information must be bal¬ 
anced with the individual's right to privacy, 
according to County Executive Howard Cam- 
pen. He explained that Santa Clara County 
is implementing a computerized system to 
improve the flow of information between 
police agencies, courts and other criminal 
justice agencies. This is the Criminal Justice 
Information Control (CJIC), which is sup¬ 
ported by a grant of Federal money from 
the California Council on Criminal Justice. 

By tying together local agencies through 
terminals on a computer network, and link¬ 
ing them to State and Federal criminal rec¬ 
ords, the system will improve law enforce¬ 
ment by giving the policeman in the field 
rapid access to information about criminals, 
Campen said. 

It will enable the local agencies to better 
plan and manage their operation. It is being 
designed by County government with the co¬ 
operation and participation of city police 
departments. 

Guidance for the County's data processing 
staff has come from a twenty-member Policy 
Committee. 

The Policy Committee spent several 
months drafting a code of ethics. The mem¬ 
bers report that the CJIC computer will con¬ 
tain no information that is not now present 
in the criminal justice agencies. 

Yet the committee recognized that the com¬ 
puter makes information more accessible and 
therefore measures must be taken to insure 
that the computer files are not available to 
unauthorized persons, and that individual 
rights of privacy are considered. 

The Code of Ethics deals with participants 
in the CJIC system, kind of information gath¬ 
ered, use of the information, and access to 
the files, Campen's staff explained. Partici¬ 
pants are limited to local criminal justice 
agencies. Information is limited to official 
records, arrests, bookings and court actions. 

Intelligence files and the like are explicit¬ 
ly excluded. The information is considered 
reference data for criminal justice agencies. 


Research use of the files is permitted only 
under strict guidlines that prevent disclosure 
of individual identities. Access to the files 
is limited to government agencies who have 
legal right of access. Campen called atten¬ 
tion to a section that reads: "An individual 
citizen has the right, after satisfactorily prov¬ 
ing his identity, to view his own record in 
the CJIC files and to challenge the veracity 
of CJIC entries pertaining to him originated 
by participating agencies.” 

The details of how the individual will be 
allowed to view his computer file will be 
worked out by the time the new system be¬ 
comes fully operational in December, 1971 . 
Campen said this Code of Ethics may be the 
first of its kind adopted by local govern¬ 
ment agencies. He is a member of the State's 
Intergovernmental Board of Electronic Data 
Processing. 

He said the CJIC is in full compliance 
with a policy statement of privacy and se¬ 
curity adopted by the Intergovernmental 
Board on February 18, 1971. 

I his statement said in part that "the Board 
supports the principles that (1) government 
agencies should collect only that informa¬ 
tion which is pertinent and necessary to the 
performance of their assigned responsibili¬ 
ty 5 . ( 2 ) government agencies should limit 
access to information only to those who hav e 
a clear and authorized need for the infor¬ 
mation, (3) individuals have the right to 
know what information is being collected 
about them and for what purpose and to 
submit evidence to correct and complete the 
record, and (1) public agencies base an obli¬ 
gation to establish administrative and make 
known legal procedures for the review of 
individual records and correction of inac¬ 
curacies in those records." 

Campen also indicated he believes the 
computer files will improve the reliability of 
data on persons who come into the criminal 
justice process. 

"A system like CJIC, he said, "actually 
can present misinformation about a person." 

For example," he explained, "a person 

might be booked for some charge and the 
police department's record might be incom¬ 
plete as to what happened subsequently. 
Because CJIC will maintain a complete rec¬ 
ord, with input from the cities, Sheriff and 
the Courts, an action such as dismissal of 
charges would not be lost from a person’s 
record.”

MEXICAN IMAGE IS NOT 
DEVELOPED LIKE BLACKS 

By LUIS G. JUAREZ 


It is unfortunate that the impression of 
the Mexican in this country still remains the 
same, a taco-eating, ignorant, unshaven, un¬ 
clean hombre that either spends his days tak¬ 
ing a siesta in the warm sun, shading him¬ 
self under a big sombrero and wrapped with 
a blanket or sarape or else embodied as a 
wise-cracking, flippant, black mustached 
bandido. 

What makes this situation a calamity is 
that the image of the Mexican as described 
above is portrayed with more frequency to¬ 
day by movie studios, television programs, 
and advertising agencies than ever before. 

\ The black population in this country, 
on the other hand, has made monumental 
gains in improving the portrayal of their 
people through the same industries. 

The blacks not so long ago were suffer¬ 
ing from these misrepresentations as lazy, 
happy-go-lucky watermelon eating people. 
Blacks are no longer shown in the movies 
as the lovable good servants that danced and 
sang to keep Shirley Temple and her little 
girl friends happy and laughing at their 
birthday parties. 

Advertising agencies are now careful to 
include black models in their advertisements. 
Movies and television programs now have 
switched the role of the black from the 
dumb frightened wide-eye "boy” that froze 
at the mention of ghosts while his white 
companions remained cool and collected to 
the hero and good guy type. 

This change in attitude toward the black 
in the entertainment and advertising indus¬ 
try is commendable and well accepted. What 
is difficult to understand is why the attitude 
of those industries has not changed in the 
same manner toward the Mexican. 

Mexico is this Country’s immediate neigh¬ 
bor to the South, consequently over 20 mil¬ 
lion American tourists cross the border to 
visit Mexico each year. The conscientious 
tourist can observe without any effort Mex¬ 
ico’s industrial, social and political advance¬ 
ment rated high among the nations of the 
world. 


Mexico with a population of 50 million 
people contains several metropolitan areas 
with cities of over a million people. Mex- 
ico City with almost eight million inhab¬ 
itants offers the most advanced city plan¬ 
ning practices, outstanding architecture, a 
modern mass transportation system, a di¬ 
verse industrial complex and an energetic 
and industrious population second to 
none in the world. Similar conditions 
exist in Mexico's other large cities. 

How then, can the image of the Mexi¬ 
cans, held by these tourists remain the same 
after their return from Mexico? I can ad¬ 
vance the following theories in answer to 
the question. 

Seventy five per cent of these tourists visit 
only the bordering Mexican cities which are 
anything but representative of the "real 
Mexico.” Most of these tourists have only 
visited Tijuana which offers the worst of 
Mexican slums and the degrading entertain¬ 
ment prohibited in this Country.
